reedom of Speech forReporters 
Tempered by Ethical Concerns 


In the past few days, the responsibilities of broadcast 
journalists have been in the newSs. When a Sacramento- 
based disc jockey used the term “Chinaman ”several 
times in an on-the-air joke，several listeners, including a 
local city councilmember, reacted negatively. 

When that radio talk show host， Morton Downey， 
announced his resignation over the incident, citing thathe 
had unfortunatelymade jz7zzselfan issue,three radio hosts 
on a rival station rose to his defense. They compounded 
the racial slur by declaring the word to be the “secret 
word ”for the day in a game they played on the radio. 
Their boss asked them to apologize. 

One of the basic tenets of this country is the right to 
free speech and the freedom of those that convey news to 
do so without restriction So as to encourage debate and 
discussion. And yet those fundamental principles do not 
operate in a vacuumi they are not absolute. 

Courts have found，for example, thatthe right to free 
Speech is 1limited by the potential for creating .an 
imnmediate danger. Crying“fire”in a crowded theater is 
the commonly cited example， For journalists， an 
additional 1limitation is the duty we have to try to be 
accurate and fair. 

However,evenbeyondthat, there arepersonal, ethical 
and even political constraints of which we need all be 
aware. 上 Eor those who wish to be sensitive to the multi- 
ethnic nature of this country，one of the primary 
considerations is not to use racial slurs. 

Wemustunderstandthat, asjournalists, we areheldto 
ahigher standard of behavior than the _ average person on 
the street,” especially when it comesto what we Sayonthe 
air or in print. By the nature of our work, the impact of 
what we say can be great， Legitimizing the use of a 
racially-insulting name by using it in radio carries with it 
the potential of letting listeners believe 让 is an acceptable 
term. 

People who have written to Sacramento papers and 
the radio stations about the“over-sensitivity”of Asian 
Americans have missed the point Je as Asian 
Americans are insulted by the term “Chinaman.” 
Therefore，out of respect，Pplease cease from using that 
term. 

Downey pleaded ilgnorance of the  _ negative 
connotations of the word. TIhat is not acceptable， 
especially since “Chinaman”has carried that feeling for 
decades. He and otherpersons are nowonnoticethatthis， 
and Similar descriptions, should not be dused. 


As anewSspaper, it is clear to us: very few legitimate， 


journals would allow such a wordto appearin astory. We 
Kom this is aninsult, and we pledge to continue working 
WwWith others to let the stations knowjusthow we feel about 
the use of racial slurs. 加

ities, therefore, is a must according 
to Chow. At the center, cotinselors， 
phone numbers are not given Out， 
“no matter what.” 

Openness， however, is the policy 
at Berkeley Asian Youth Center. 
Although director David Kakishiba 
felt such an open policy was a nat-. 
ural outgrowth of a _ center which 
generally does not deal with the 
“troubled”Kkids，he also_ expressed 
personal preferences for the more 
“informal”counseling method .

tion of 5,000 men，women and 
children to protest national director 
U children to protest to national dir- 
ector Dilon Myer about the 
uc deplorable camp conditions. Martial 
law is declared shortly thereafter. 
0 Tule Lake became an armed 
camp with troops at full battalion 
Strength，security patrols and FEBI 
agents_conducting dragnet SwWeeps 
， throughout the camp, night and day， 
岂 ITIhe stockade，the Prison within a 
prison，erected for the purpose of 
detaining“dissidents”and' “trouble- 
makers,”was SOon overflowing. 
January 1， 1944, 200 prisoners 

in the stockade go on a hunger strike 
as theconditions in the camp go from 
bad to worse. 

RESISTANCE

Scheduled for 
September 21-23, the event's theme 
is“Turning the Tide in ?84.2” 

GOALS 

The group has stated that its 
goals for the Pilgrimage are“(1) to 
educate the public about the con- 
centration camps 3aS part of the 
history of ongoing racial oppression 
of Japanese in the US; (2)-to build 
broader Support for the redress and 
reparations issue; and (3) to defend 
our communities，build the 
movement to defeat the rightward 
trend.” 

Buses will leave SF,the EastBay 
and San Jose at about 6 pm on 
Eriday， Sept，21，On Saturday 
mormning, there will be a bus tour of 
the camp site led by former Tule 
Lake internees，followed by a 
memorial Service. 

After lunch, there will be a skit 
and workshops.

Unlike the more formal counsel- 
ing centers Such as CYC, the Ber- 
keley group is oriented ,more 
towards recreational and after- 
school tutorial programs and the 
five counselors at the center are not 
guided by any Specific written rules 
of dos and don'ts. Weekly meetings 
of the counselors, however, are held 
to discuss any Problems or to decide 
on a plan of action， 

Moreover, the youth members at 
BAYC have easy access to the coun- 
Selor'Ss phone numbers，JIn- Kak- 
ishiba?s case，for example，abonut 
ten active members who are“closer 
(to him) than others”contact him 
often . 

When asked to comment on the 
Seemingly high risk Situation for 
undesirable incidents to occur at his 
center，Kakishiba gave an instance 
of an under-aged youth member 
asking him to buy him some beer. 

ASSUMED GUIDELINES 

“TI can't do that, no matter how 
close and how much Itrust him,?” 
Said Kakishiba，who strongly feels 
that there ,is an assumed set of 
guidelines as to what one can and 
cannot do as a counselor, regardless 
of whether there are Written rules. 

As to the possibility of having an 
intimate relationship with one of 


the youth members 一 including 
dating 一 Ken Yamada; also of 
BAYC， immediately responded， 


“We can't do that. There are rules. 
You just can't do anything.” 

Although both Kakishiba and 
Yamada are in their 20s and arenot 
impossible candidates to attract 
and/or be attracted to the youth 
Imembers，they were somewhat 
amused by the whole idea.

Regardless of the level of formal- 
ity of a clientscounselor relation- 
ship，one important guidleine to 
keep in mind is to inculcate“inde- 
pendency, and not dependency,”in 
the youth members，according to 
Jeff Mori of Japanese Community 
Youth _ Council (JCYC) and_ Sun 
Hong of the _ Chinatown Youth 
Center. 

In Hong's view，it' is highly 
important for the counselors to sep- 
arate out their own values when 
helping the youth members. When 
approached with a question abonut 
interracial dating， for example， 
Hong does not give a direct answWerT. 
Instead，she turns the question 
around and probes the youth by 
asking,“What are yoOUI feelings??” 

DEPENDENCY 

In a similar vein，Mori empha- 
Sized that a client should not 
develop a dependency relationship 
with the counselor and seek Solu- 
tions to all the problems from that 
one perSson. Instead，JCYC is more 
Supportive of the idea of the family 
unit as part of the final solution . 

Stating that one ofthe most com- 


mon problems faced by JCYC 
clients “differences with Parents,” 
Mori said it was crucial for counsel- 
jing centers to guide their clients to 
communicate within the familial 
SuUrrounding. 

Incidents can still occur despite 
all the preventative measures Used. 
However，sSome of the counmnselors 
themselves had last words of 
advice. 

“Don't completely trust anyone 
..: don?t expect' that evenm for 
myself 一 not 1000o.” (Han YU， 
Korean Youth Group) 

“If counselors call them (youths) 
at home at odd hours，watch out .2 
(Sun Hong, Chinatown Youth Cen- 
ter) 
“Talk to someone yoU trust..…. 于 
it doesn't feel right, then something 
is wrong.” (Myra Chow，China-= 
town Youth Center)

Anti-Asian Feelings Tiedto Economy 


WASHINGTON DC - The 
Organization of Chinese Americans 
late last month released its report 
on anti-Asian violence and anti-for- 
eign sentiment. 

Entitled 于 pere Fe Sia1id 7 
44j11zzerica，the 34-page _ document 
contains a review of some of the 
recent incidents of violence and 
harassment directed at Asian 
Americans, a look at the racial and 
economic causes, and also a Special 
Section addressing the concerns of 
Southeast Asians. 

RACIAL VIOLENCEE 

The examination of the relation- 
Ship between racially-motivated 
acts and economics, the report cited 
Several incidents of racial incidents 
occurring in California，Texas and 
Boston . 

In Boston，for instance，a letter 
to _ the organijization from Diane 
Tanaka，assistant attorney general 
in the Civil Rights Division，stated 
that many Southeast Asians who 
have resettled in some of the most 
“deprived and socially troubled 
Urban settings” have become 
objects of racial violence. Added to 
this are language barriers and lack 
of understanding of legal rights. 

Evelyn Newman, a staff member 
of the National Anti-Klan Network 
stated that the motivation for many 
of these attacks (in Texas against 
Vietnamese fishermen) stemmed 
from the general anti-immigration 
feelings arising from the wake of 
“job layoffs, fierce competition for 
jobs, and the racist notion (held) by 
certain Segments of ouUr population 
that economic and.social problems 
are caused by the“excesSive” PrIes- 
ence of and Opportunities given to 
Tacial minorities.” 

A New York Tey article 
quoting Rep. Norm Mineta (D-San 
Jose) noted that in a 1982 poll, 11%o 
of the people questioned，com- 
plained of the poor US-Japan trade 
balance as the most disliked Japan- 
ese trait. In 1979, the trait carrying 
that “honor”was that the Japanese 
Were “Sneaky jittle .people who 
can't be trusted.”(The answer was 
given by 11% of those polled in 
1971.) 

NO DIFFERENCE 

For Some Americans Mineta 
observed，there is no difference 
between Asian Americans and， 
Asian nationals, Hence, he tends to | 
prefer the term American of Japan-， 


ese ancestry by which to identify his 
ethnic origin . 

The report restates the findings 
of the US _ Commission on Civil 
Rights and its Michigan State Advi- 
SOIY Committee in which five Tea- 
SOnS were cited as contributing to 
Overt Tacist acts: economics， 
scapegoating， media _ treatment， 
perception of retrenchment in_ civil 
rights enforcement and a_ failure of 
law enforcement agencies to 
Tespond to Specific incidents. 

Of the five factors，the most 
common was Scapegoating，with 
two main target groups: the Japan- 


ese and Vietnamese. ， 


According to a New York 77z7117es 
article，Ssaid the OCA report，the 
discrimination pattern is found 


most prevalently among blue-collar - 


whites， and low-income Urban 
Blacks and Hispanic Americans

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Connie Chung Likes High Visibility， 
Wide Perspective of National News

SAN FRANCISCO 一 While 
covering the Democratic Conven- 
tion in San Francisco， Connie 
Chung got a chance to do Some 
things she has been wanting to do 
again for a long time. 

Her assignment as one of a hand- 
ful of floor reporters for MBC Nenmwsy 
gave her the Opportunity to cover 
the political convention from a 
national rather than a local perspec- 
tive. In addition, she gained the lux- 
UIy of sleeping in late, which for her 
meant not having to_ get up until 
Seven in the morning. 

ANCHORWOMAN 
As anchorwoman for the 
Imorning news program NBC xl 
Su7rige，Chung had to be up at 3 
am eVveIy weekday in order to start 
”work at 4 am.“By Friday I would 
be really dead,”she remarked. Her 
one chance to rest was on Satur- 
days,， when she was Scheduled to do 

the evening news broadcast. 

Before joining the NBC News 
team in New York，Chung was the 
highly popular anchorwoman for 
KNXT in Los Angeles，where she 
Worked for seven years. Although 
Chung's annual salary at KNXTI 
was ITeportedly in the 9$600,000 
range，She nevertheless opted to 
leave Los Angeles，because She felt 
that the network job offered better 
opportunities to cover one of her 
favorite topics 一 national politics， 

“For local news, I would anchor 
part of the news from the conven- 
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tion and do some reporting，bnt 
local news take a local perspective， 
and we broadcasted only during 
local news (hours),” explained 
Chung. 

In contrast，network news is a 
different ball game， observed 


Chung.“The networks is the only 


place where you can be a floor 
Teporter and cover the convention 
story as it unfolds， The networks 
provide nearly gavel to gavel 
COverage for two to three hours ,2” 
Chung added. 

HIGHER VISIBILITY 

Another advantage of working 
for a _ network is higher visibility. 
Chung explained that because net- 
WOrk coverage focuses on issues of 
national significance and is not con- 
fined to one city, her national expo- 
Sure “is broadening (her) viewer- 
Ship.2” 

During her 16 years in the busi- 
ness，Chung has covered her share 
of political convyentions, and her in- 
terest remains high.“Each one has 
its Own Pulse and speed,”Ssaid the 
one-time congressional intern. 
Commenting on the Democratic 
Convention this year， Chung 
pointed out， “There was just as 
Imuch excitement,. It was different in 
that the Speeches were SO good， 
which is surprising considering that 
there are not many good orators 
around.?” 

Chung's stellar career in the 
television news field began with her 
first -jobasa a copyclerk for 
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Washington, DC'S WTTG, an inde- 
pendent local station. As the 
youngest of five girls in, what she 
described as a _ traditional Chinese 
family, Chung said her parents were 
alittle surprised at her choice of an 
extremely visible career， 

At home，she had always been 
known as the quiet one. That, how- 
ever，wWas probably due to the fact 
that her sisters talked so much that 
they overshadowed her，laughed 
Chung. 

The avuncular Walter Cronkite 
was her role model，because as 
Chung put it， he represented 
credibility and accuracy. He is an 
honorable journalist. She con- 
tinued,“I still think of him as a 
giant.2” 

HAPPY TALK 

When asked if there were any 
Women journalists she considered 
her role model，she replied,，“Not 
Teally，because there were So few.?” 
If she had to pick one, however, She 
Said that it would probably be Bar- 
bara Walters. 

The high professional standard 
Chung admired in Cronkite has 
influenced her own concept of 
journalistic integrity. For example， 
She insisted that NBC News at 
Su17ise ITeport only hard news， 
shunning what she called “happy 
talk and fluff.?” 

Many news programs“tread the 
fine line between Serious news and 
Show bnuisiness,” asserted _ Chung. 
By taking a no-nonsense approach， 
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News reporter Connie Chung. 


Chung observed，journalists can 
avoid the potential criticism that is 
often heaped upon them.“Other- 
wise,” she_ continued, “everything 
we strived for goes down the 
drain.?” 

Chung also worked hard to estab- 
lish herself as a versatile journalist.， 
Although she is interested in issues 
relating to women and Asian Amer- 
icans and has coverd both，Chung 
stated that she did not want to be 
“pigeonholed” into_ those areas. 
Recalling her early career，Chung 
complained that she was repeatedly 
assligned to cover women issues，. 

OBJECTIVE 

Chung's reluctance to be 
pigeonholed also stems from her 
belief that journalists have a 
resSponsibility to be objective. 
“Everything deserves _ equal treat- 
ment,” she asserted. 

Like anyone else at the height of 
a career，Chung has had to pay the 
price of success. The job's demand 
on her time has left its mark. Refer- 
ring to her personal life, Chung said 
quietly,“Pve let myself slide a little 
too much.?”

amount of politicking,， he noted. 

.Referring to his work in Tokyo， 
Wong said,“I helped well over 100 
companies look at their strategic 
position, how to do better and per- 
form their business functions in 
Japan.” Despite the individual 
natures of each case，he noted， 
“The politics do not go away.2” 

When the US set Up the Export 
Trading Corporation Act, America 
thought it would“set the world on 
fire,” recalled the business leader， 
however,， “OUI track record was 
dismal.” He opined that those 
companies which had tried to enter 
the market “perhaps had tried it the 
WwWIOng way.?” 


NO GAME PLAN 

For example，the World Trade 
Corporation wanted to start off 
“big,”so it hired a board chair and 
the highest qualified staff of gov- 
ernment employees it could find. A 
year and a half and $100 million 
later，the company had a “nice 
building with nice furniture, but no 
game plan,”Wong informed. 

Despite the failures of Past 
export trading businesSes，Wong 
expressed optimism that the con- 
cept could work in the high-tech 
field，again，if approached cor- 
rectly. 

Some American non high=-tech 
businesses _ already in _ Japan have 
Succeeded: McDonald's, 下 entucky 
Fried _ Chicken，Levi Strauss and 
Coca Cola. 

“With McDonald's, there is very 
little American in it， The beef is 
from Australia; the buns are baked 
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there in Japan; promotional mate- 
Trial is printed there. They use 
American recipes and techniques， 


and McDonald's gets the royajlties,?” 
he explained. 

Mitsubishi Corporation in Japan 
had “a lot of chickens，but no 
market for them. The company 
chanced ubon the secret spice for- 
Imula for the American chicken,?” 
Wong related.， Now KFC，using 
Mitsubishi chickens， is a “big sell” 
in Japan， 


DIFFERENT FATES 

Since no one has been able to 
crack the Coca Cola syrup formula， 
the company sells it syrup, and the 
soda is bottled locally. Levis Amer- 
ican jeans are made in Japan, their 
design modified to fit the slightly 
different Japanese physique， 

He told the audience the differ- 
ent fates of two doughnut busi- 
nesses which arenow in Japan. MT. 
Donut began as 3a franchise in 
OSsaka. When the young entrepre- 
neur，to whom the franchise had 
been given，first Opened UP for 
business, no one came， 

“He decided that he had not paid 
his dues to the _ community,”said 
Wong.“This ls an important con- 
cept. He got his employees together 
and sent them out on missions to 
Serve the community.”They volun- 
teered to clean house and do other 
chores.“He pbaid his dues to the 
community and now MT. Donnut is 
fiourising in (OSsaka).”The fran- 
chise has Spread throughout the 
nation and has even arrived in 
Tokyo. 

Rival Dunkin” Donut，on the 
other hand，approached a major

According to _ the marketing 
consultant，both Japanese national 
and local governments are Very 
interested in bringing in American 
companies.， Not only do they 
encourage businesses to_ come to 
their prefectures，Wong said“they 
are very Solicitous in,getting you to 
open factories in their regions. 

“Just let the word get out (that 
you want to open a factory) and the 
government . will bang on yoUT 
doors and not give you a moment's 
peace till they get a commitment 
out of you.”Said Wong,“They're 
good politicians and good sales- 
Imen.?” 

Though he admitted that having 
the right political allies can be 
helpful，Wong stressed that any 
company seriously considering 
entering the Japanese Iarket 
requires a professional business 
plan. 

“Even with all the politics，SuPp- 
pose the .smoke (politics) all clears， 
as an American businessman，you 
have to ask, are you ready, do you 
have a good plan and strategy，do 
you understand Japan, and do youU 
have any connections ?2 

SURPRISING 

For Wong，who has been 
involved with negotiations between 
United States High tech firms and 
Japan Since the 1970's，and who 
has helped over 100 firms penetrate 
the Japanese_ electronics market， 
the number of businesses which are 
considering entering， Or have 
already entered Japan，but which 
are not prepared to handle the new 
market， is SUrPTising. 

“The shocking thing is thatmany 
find themselves not in a position to 
pursue (the business) as aggressively 
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as theyhad hoped. Business actions 
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are (often) upset by political things, 


but you have to separate the polit- 
aspects _ from the business

Savvy,”he advised . 
Though through his firm，Wong 


tries to give American businesses an 站 


jidea of how to do business _ in” 


Japan，he was quick to point out, 


“Nowhere do TI say that the Japan- 
ese Way js right or wIong.

BOSTON 一 Replacing some of 
the disappearing garmentfactories in 
Boston s Chinatown area are high 
technology industries, reported a re- 
cent issue of the Ja Streer 
JourmzaL About 700 ofthe estimiated 
3,000 to 10,000 people in the area's 
laborforce now workin the high-tech 
field. 

Manufacturers are attracted to 
the “ample supply of willing，low- 
wage workers and proximity to abonut 
700 electronics companies”thatring 
in the city, reported the paper. 

Despite the scarcity of inexpen- 
Sive Space and the charges from the 
community of worker exploitation， 
city officials perceive the industry?s 
growth as a partial replacement for 
the dying garment industry and as a 
Way for the economic base to 
diversify. 

Daniel Fishbein, the director of 
real estate for Boston s Economic 
Development Industrial Corp.， 
noted that demand for space has 
grown So much that it is becoming 
hard to accommodate them all. 

Teradyne，Inc.，one electronics 
company which employs about 200 
Chinatown workers, and which was 
the first to move near Chinatown， 
Says that it does not have enough 
Parking Space to expand as much as 
it had planned. 

Advanced Electronics， which 
employs about 400 workers in 
Chinatown，announced that it is 
building another facility elsewhere 


because expansion Space in its 
present Site 1s too expensive. 
One company has already 


- relocated because commercial Space 
cost too muchn. 

Some community workers 
charge that the electronics jobs are 
“dull，poorly paid and offer little 
chance for advancement” Peter 
Kiang of the Asian American 
Resource Workshop was quoted in
